10 feel 
thick of gooil iiuality. .'\ large part of 
this coal bearing rock is within British 
(.'oluiiibia. 

TKXADA ISLAND, IMWl-: SOUN'O. 
The Texada irmi ilcposit is one one 
of the iniisl accessible yet discovered. 
It is a very rich maoiielic iron ore, 
assaying of iron and a low per 

contageof iihosphorus mid other im 
purities. The largest exposure is on 
the west side of llic island wliere il is 
from "JO t'l t.o ■-'.") ft thi,-k near the 
water; it has bee Lnici-d to the iiorlh 
weslwiird, the vein being ul liiiirs oiilv 
•J ft tliick. 'J'he ore is easy of ship 
iiieiii. within 20 miles of Comox harbor, 
where Couio.x: coal is shi|)pcd, it is 
probable it will be one of the first ile 
vidoped iron deposits on llie west coast. 
.Milling is .t^oiiig on lo soiiin exteir,, 
; but the 'U-e is smelted in the United 
[ Sillies. There .irii also copper deposits 
i belweeii Howe sound and larvis Inlet 
in the iiiiHiiitaiiis; speciiuens assayed 
41.1, jier cent. The deposit.s appears 
to bo one of the most [iromising ones 
in the province.

Dr, Dawson is of opinion that when 
the riiilw:iy is Oj.eii to I'.l'ilisli, the ex 
jiansioii of imlustries will bi; audi as Lo 
employ all ciasacs of immigrants. The 
trouble hitherto has been the cost of 
transit, and the railway would bring a 
class of agricultural emigrants who 
would buihl up the eminlry.
